Scranton will no longer be & member
of the Eastern league of base ball clubs,
and it is possible that this city will
next year be represented In the Penn-
sylvania State league,

There was an amicable parting yes-
terday between the assoclation and

r Barnle, who has gone to
Brooklyn and Hartford, in which two
citles he usually spends the winter,

The announcement that Scranton will
go cut of the Fastern league ls made
authoratively and s substantiated by
present effoits by Fall River and New-
ark parties to purchase the franchisze.
For severnl days each has been bidding
toward the $2.500 asked, These facts
wore confirmed by President Betis In
an Interview with a Tribune reporter
yesterday.

Lost $3,000 This Season.

During the past season the Scranton
asagelation lost approximately $3.000,
and but for goud executive abllity
of Maguger Barnle the directors of the
pesoolation telleve the loss would be
much more. The directors think that
im a minor league a Scranton club hias
a better chance of finishing toward the
top of the list than In the BEastern
league and that consequently a win-
ning club will be better supported by
the public and will bring more muney
to the owners,

The declgion to sell the franchise was
made with the assurance that Seranton
Js wanted In the State league, of which
this city's club was the backbone in
the first half of the 1884 season, and in
which league a profit was made in 1503,
Presldent Beits has good reason for be-
ing satisfied W Beranton returns to Its
earller love that an Allentown club
awlll come In and that Al Johnson will
be the principal owner. The league is
glated to Include Williamsport, Phila-
delphia, Reading, Haszleton and Lan-
caster, and there Is a disposition to
drep Carbondale.

Doubts About the State Lengue.

Whils the declsion to withdraw from
the Eastern league s positively stated,
it i= by no means a certainty that a
bherth will be taken In the State league,
There I3 among certain of the directors
n dirposition to abandon the busineas
rather than do what they consider is
taking a declded backward step, and
ft 15 this fecling which may upset all
calculations as to the future,

Early last spring and during June of-
fers ware made for the stk by a
cterle of young busineas men, with
whom some older and Influential per-
suns were associated, The difference

tween the sum offered and asked,
however, was so graat thait negotiations
fell through and have not been re-
vived. There ia still a susplcion among
well-informed partles that the young
men who last year falled to buy the
etock will now purchase It rather than
wee the Eastern league franchise trans-
ferred to analher clty, This seems rea-
sonable when it s consldered that the
price asked for the franchise last spring
was $3,000 more than Is asked now and
$3,600 more than the sum possibly ex-
pected.

We want to in-
veat our money In order to gee Scran«
ton represented by a good ¢lub In a big
league, but we don't want anything to
4o with a state organization.
